The text of the statement reads: 

“Histile airplanes crossed the East 
Kent coast at 11:16 o’clock tonight. 
They flew seaward a few minutes lat- 
er. A few bombs were dropped. The 
casualties are believed to be smal,”

ROME, Sept. 2.—‘“Italy joined in| 
the war for ideals of liberty and just- 
tice, wishing also to insure her fron- 
tier from the danger of assaults from 
her hereditary foe,"’ said Viterio Sci- 
aloia, member of the cabinet without 
portfolio, in discussing the present 
Italian advance on the Isonzo with the | 
Associated Press. 1 

“Austria, by bombarding Venice 
and by treating inhumanely our sol- 
diers made prisoners,” he continued, 
“shows she is always the enemy of 
liberty, the rights of peopies and of | 
nations, The successes now being gain- 
ed by the Itajians crowned many 
months of work under the most diffi- 
cult conditions. The great extension | 
of the Italian front and its special na- | 
ture are peculiarly characteristic of | 
Italy's present campaign. The steep | 
and difficult mountains surrounding | 
| Italy on the north give great variety | 
to the means with which the offensive | 
is being prosecuted. 

“Making roads and _ transporting 
supplies by cable to a height of 9,000 
feet is essential to Italy's war as are 
‘the military and strategic elements 
and the exceptional qualities of the 
| Italian soldiers, The Italians have 
j}also made much techfical progress, 
especially in mountain’ engineering, 
jaeronautics and automobile manufac- 
ture.

STRIKE —PREPARES NEW SCALE OF 
PAY—OLD AGREEMENT IS ENDED 


Mayor Takes Independent Stand—Tells Men Street Reilway 
Be Started ‘‘All Over Again'’ With Men Given Seniority 
If Worthy, But That Is Left To Officials In Charge. .

If the strikers hold out that long, the public may expect to see 
some sort of a street car service about next Tuesday. 

The City Commissioners and Superintendent Moir, of the street 
railway: expect that it will take until then to get the system into 
running shape. Council has refused to have any more dealings with 
the men, and has left the matter in the hands of Mayor Henry and 
Commissioners Harrison and the Street Railway Superintendent, so 
far as listening to any represefitations that the men may have to 
olter, 

“Youvean start work right away,’’ said Mayor Henry to the 
executive committee of the Street Railwaymen’s Union, ‘‘but you 
will have to start on the terms now offered by Council.”’ 

Refused to See Deputation 

This remark was made after Council had met Saturday morning. 
During the meeting a telephone message was received from the 
sireet railway employees asking if Council would receive a deputa- 
tion, but the majority of Council refused most emphatically to treat 
with them any more. It was finally conceded that the Commissioners 
and Strect Railway Superintendent might deal with them. 

By going on strike after Council had endeavored to meet them, 
and by doing so without giving proper notice of their intention, 
Council says that the men have given up all claim for consideration. 

The council claim that the men have forfeited their agreement, 
and also any support to which they may have been entitled from the 
Department of Labor. The men say they have a grievance, and will 
fight it out. 

As the result of the meeting of Council a resolution was passed 
withdrawing the offer previously made to the street employees on 
I'riday afternoon, and the Street Railway manager was empowered 
to engage nen to act as motormen and conductors at 30¢ per hour for 
the first year and with an intrease of 2% cents yearly up to the 
maximum of 40 cents per hour, and that operators of one-man cars 
should be paid 45 cents per hour. 

The resolution included the statement that the operation of the 


Street Railway should be left in the hands of the Commissioners and * 


Superintendent, and it was decided that men of experience in street 
railway service should be given such standing as the Superintendent 
might decide.

BELOW ESTIMAT 


Germans Expected Million Tons 
Net Loss Monthly, Says 
Times Expert 


London, Sept. 1—The best presenta- 
tion of submarine losses yet seen has 
just appeared in the Times’ engineer- 
The writer cstumates 
the net loss during the whole pres- | 
ent year at 2,550,000 tons. The net 
loss means the total loss less newly | 
or otherwise newly acquired | 
tonnage, 

The Germans cxpecied a million 
tons net loss monthly, The writer 
analyzes the figures and the situation 
substantially as follows:

The first 
report of the Admiralty on this cam- 
paign was for the week ending Feb.

1795—-John Jackson defeated Tom Stanton, "The Heaver,” in 


ten minutes of fighting. Jackson had won theheavyweight cham- 


pionship earlier in that year by defeating Daniel Mendoza, the 
first and one of the only Jews ever to hold the title. Jackson took 
part in only three boxing bouts and then retired undefeated. He 
afterwards conducted a “physical torture” institution, his patrons tn- 
cluding Lord Byron, the poet, and many other famous men. He 


was an all around athlete, and champion runner, as well as fighter, 
and his figure was greatly admired for its classical beauty. 


1884—Jack McAuliffe defeated three men 
at New York. “Williamsburg Jack” was then 
professional career, and, having defeated several young hopefuls 
of New York and Brooklyn fistic circles without raising a per- 
spiration, he decided to tackle them in lots instead of singly Jack 
disposed of Patsy Hogan, Bill Whitney and George Kline in less 
than one reund per each.
